In response to the RestrictioiL Requirement dated September 30, 2005, Applicant hereby 
elects, with traverse. Species Al, wherein claims 1-28 are readable thereon, to prosecute in the 
above-identified patent application. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement between Species I and 
Species H because it is believed that they are relatively closely related and that a proper search of 
one of the claims sets would require searching the same areas as a proper search for the other 
claims s^ In fact, claim 1 is a generic claim for both Species I and Species II.
